Incorrect 
Listing from Hal Dunn 


In the reprint of the Michael 
Kolman Collection of Encased 
Coins from the 1992 Kurt R. 
Krueger Auction #124, lot #2, 
the California Club Souvenir 
Bonus Carson City dollar, with 
an 1884-CC dollar, is listed as a 
California maverick. The 
attribution to California is 
incorrect. The California Club 


was located at 101 East Fremont, 
Las Vegas, Nevada. It operated 
from 1946 to 1970. There was a 
wonderful neon bear on the front 
of the building, identical to the 
bear on the California state flag. 
Unfortunately, the California 
Club has gone the way of much 
of “old” Las Vegas; replaced by 
mega-resorts. The piece probably 
dates to around the late 1940s or 
early 1950s. I believe the piece 
to be extremely rare with only 
two known; the Kolman 
specimen and my specimen 
acquired two years ago (I doubt 
that mine is ex-Kolman). I also 
have a frame with the dollar cut 
out, and I suspect that many if 
not most of these met the same 
fate.

Safety In The 
Mails by Arnold 


Margolis (taken from his Error 
Trends Coin Magazine, July, 
2002 issue, page 16) The 
Monthly Magazine For Collectors 
of All Mint Errors. ACE 
members who are interested in 
error coins can subscribe for 12 
issues by sending $15.00 to:

One of the worries which 
collectors have is whether the 
coins and tokens which they want 
to send will be safe if they mail 
them. 

First of all, all coins and 
tokens sent through the mails 
should be packaged so that they 
cannot be felt through the 
envelope. Use of cardboard or 
suitable foam padding would be 
necessary. 

Once the package has been 
prepared, it should be sealed with 
appropriate paper base tape. The 
use of plastic tape does not allow 
for adequate cancellation by the 
post office. (The plastic tape 
allows the imprints to smear). 

Use either Insured or 
Registered Mail for all packages. 
DO NOT use Certified mail since 
that service does not allow 
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assigning a value in case of a 
loss. 

We recommend the use of “at 
least $100.00” insurance using 
form PS-Form 3813-P for safety. 
That form of insured mail 
requires that the receiver sign for 
the package, assuring that it is 
properly delivered. Registered 
Mail is even more secure, since 
any such package must be signed 
for every time it passes from 
hand to hand along the route to 
the receiver. 

We learned a lesson many 
years ago, which bears repeating. 
A postal clerk advised us to be 
sloppy! That is, not to be 
geometrically formal when we 
apply address labels and stamps. 
The reason is a scam which has 
been used in the past. 

The scam works this way. 
As mail passes through the 
system, there have been postal 
employees who prepare address 
labels. When they find an 
attractive package, they paste one 
of their lables over the original 
one on that packet. The idea is 
that the package will be handled 
through the system and sent to 
the confederate of that dishonest 
employee. 

To thwart this, we specifically 
stamp our “FIRST CLASS 
MAIL” imprint in such a way 
that if covered it will 
immediately disclose the 
alteration. We also cover labels 
with plastic tape. That way, a 
label applied afterwards will 
easily be spotted. Also, when we 
affix stamps, we intentionally 
place them over the label where 
possible. Another label applied 
would obviously cover part of the 
stamps and easily be detected. 

The use of padding such as 
cardboard helps to prevent easy 
detection of the contents. We 


also use a copy of our monthly 
catalog folded over the cardboard 
covered coins or tokens to add to 
the padding. 

Do not send loose coins or 
tokens through the mails. Make 
sure that each coin or token is an 
appropriate holder such as a flip 
or staple holder. It is 
recommended that holders be 
fastened down securly so that 
they do not shift around. Don’t 
use scotch tape, since that makes 
it difficuflt for the receiver to 
unpack and retrieve the contents 
without some damage to the coin 
or token holders. 

Common sense is the 
watchword here. Make a list of 
the contents so that in the event 
of a loss, you have proper proof 
of the contents and their value. 
Include one copy of the list in 
the package to help the receiver 
to be sure that all of the contents 
arrived safely. Keep the other 
copy until you are sure that the 
mail was delivered safely. 

By using these measures the 
chance of losses or problems are 
reduced to an absolute minimum.

Greetings to all! I hope all of our members are enjoying the last few days of a glorious summer. 
I’ve already heard reports from collectors who attended the annual NTCA show in Omaha. Apparently our 
hobby continues to gain in popularity. Uncommon encased are hard to find no matter how big the show is 
or where it is held. Another consideration is price. As our members continue to squawk about the prices on 
Ebay it seems that after you attend a major show Ebay might be considered the consumer outlet mall for 
encased. 

Did you know that according to the USA TODAY the most commonly named street in the United 
States is Second Street? I don’t think you would ever come to this conclusion in working with encased. I 
would guess the most common street name on encased is Broadway. Has anyone ever seen an encased from 
a business on a 2™ Street in any city? 

Someone asked me to take a guess at how many maverick encased there were recently. I had never 
stopped to consider the question before, but have made some calculations. I would guess we have 2,000 — 
2,500 reported and cataloged in the states that have appeared in The Casement thus far. When you consider 
that many of these were first time state catalogs and there were many, many listings left unreported and that 
there are many states yet to come the numbers 5,000 — 6,000 seems reasonable to me. If you want to throw 
in varieties then you can add another 500 or so on the pile. Needless to say we all need to do our homework 
to help eliminate the unidentified. 

In each issue of The Casement I list two methods to contact me by. One is regular mail and the 
other is email. I do not list my home phone number because | do not wish to receive phone calls related to 
the hobby. I do not have any secret lists of mavericks, in fact I have made every effort possible to share all 
of the information I have with all of our members. I also do not wish to take time away from my family to 
discuss the hobby. I have a full time job and family! I enjoy email because it can be ignored until an 
opportunity comes along that allows the time to sit down and sort through it all. However when someone 
calls in the middle of a visit by a friend or family member that can’t be ignored. One must cut short the visit 
to attend to the call. This is annoying and something I don’t intend to tolerate. If need be email me 100 
times a day. I will be happy to look up anything for anyone. If you're writing by regular mail include a 
SASE and J will do my best to help. NO PHONE CALLS - PLEASE! - If you do leave a message on my 
ansvvering machine chances are your call will not even be returned. I can’t think of any situation urgent 
enough regarding encased mavericks to warrant the time involved in making a long distance call. I hope 
this doesn’t sound harsh and I don’t want to offend anyone. It’s just something that needs to be said. 

All of the copies I had of the maverick index have been sold. Please don’t send any more requests 
for them. At some point we may come up with a second draft of this and make it available to the 
membership. When this is a reality I will post the information in The Casement. 


Corrections and Notations: 


In issue 26 LU-8 (799) 20 Lunday — Thagard Oil Co was identified to Los Angeles. Here is some new 
information from Duane Feisel. “ Based on the information reported to me by Jim Lawniczak, and my 
further research, 1 now believe South Gate should be the correct locality for the token. In addition to 

what Jim reports I have also found a directory listing for Lunday-Thagard in the 1953 California D&B asa 
manufacturer of asphalt products. I had gone on the same reference that Jim cites for the President being in 
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Los Angeles when I thought LA would be the correct locality. Now I am quite convinced that South Gate 
is best selection. Also, I have learned that the term Vulca Seal refers to a product consisting of elastomer 
coated fabrics sealed together by vulcanizing. My guess as to an example of this would be conveyor belts”. 


On the maverick index and in issue 23 and 24 Dr. Swett’s root beer (550) was identified to Philadelphia. 
Here is some new information on the subject from Gerry McLellan “I have new information on the Dr. 
Swett's Root Beer maverick. This is a definite attribution. I bought a matchbook cover with an ad from Dr. 
Swett's Root Beer. Part of the wording is "Home Office Boston Mass." So, with it being listed in an early 
(circa 1906) Boston Directory, and having come across quite a few in the Boston area, and now the match- 
cover stating Boston is the Home Office, I think the attribution is "definite". Also, on the inside of the 
match-cover there is a bottle pictured, and on the bottle it says Boston Mass. This match-cover is ] think 
from the 1940's. It was sold for 5 cents each, or 6 for a quarter”. 


On the maverick index you will notice there is a Glen - Minnich’s / Clothes listed. Jim Lawniczak points 
out this should be Glenn-Minnich's. 


Does anyone know of a directory of any kind that would list insurance agencies? There are many remaining 
mavericks related to insurance. Surely the abbreviation L.U. on insurance encased stands for licensed 
underwriter and some agency governed these, so there must be a directory somewhere. 


Gary Potter suggests that an excellent reference for researching political encased would be “ GUIDE TO 
U.S. ELECTIONS ” He goes on to say that political button collectors use this resource. I don’t think I’ve 


ever seen a copy, has anyone else? 


Thomas Casper adds the following information on the Wolfson encased that was identified to Chicago in 
the last issue. I am the owner of piece WO-3 (218) 7 - Wolfson's, which you have attributed to Chicago, 
IL. The address on the token is 312] Lincoln Ave. So, it was a typo when it was listed in Issue 7. Carl 
Bangora has also confirmed this same information. 


In issue 27 you will notice in the identification of BI-3 (415) 12 Bires / Hudson Auto’s that there is a John 
W Biers cited from the 1955 D&B. That is incorrect and should be John W. Bires. 


Al Zaika also notes that the current address of Seabrook Farms (PA-SE- (995) 26) - is Seabrook, NJ, which 
is a branch of the Bridgeton NJ post office.

While this all looks good it is important to keep in mind that 
there actually may have been another business named Baker & Taylor that issued the encased.

them in the 1948 Corpus Christi City Directory at that address They changed their name to Acme Finance 
in 1949 


BR-15 (844) 21 - Brown Chevrolet / Seymour Brownston — Seymour, IN (2) -BP — I spent considerable 
time looking for this and trying to find information on Seymour Brownston. I assumed he was a salesman 
for the company. While on a tnp to Louisville I stopped at a coin shop in Scottsburg, IN owned by Bob 
Cathcart. Bob has this encased in his collection and he thinks it is an error and instead of Seymour 
Brownston it should be Seymour - Brownstown as these two cities are so close together. In the 1955 D&B 
this is listed as Brown Chevrolet, Inc. in Seymour and there is no listing shown in Brownstown. That likely 
wasn't the case in 1948. | will seek to make this more Positive. It also appears likely this was an error on 
the encased. Does anyone have one with different wording? 


OK-CH-1032-27 — Checker Cab / 522-1431 — Wildwood, NJ (3) — BP - According to current information 
on the Internet this is still the number for the Checker Cab there. Checker Cab, call (609) 522-1431. 


CO-13 (478) 13 Cole Motor Car Co / 4887 Broadway — Depew, NY (3) — Jim Lawniczak —-The Cole 
Motor piece is an absolute (3) 100% certain verified to Depew, NY. The kind librarian for the Buffalo and 
Ene County historical society, of which I am a proud member, looked this up in the 1957 Buffalo phone 
directory and Cole Motor was listed at 4887 Broadway, Depew, NY. It was a yellow pages advertisement, 
and the description of the business was: " Authorized English Ford Dealer, Anglia, Prefect, Consul, 
Zodiac, Zethyr, Sales Service Parts." In the white pages (not in the yellow pages) was another address 
listed, 259 Amherst, which is in Buffalo. 


CO-17 (638) 16 — Countner’s Inc / Records — Juke Boxes — Seattle, WA (2) — BP — Listed as Countner’s 
Inc in the 1955 D&B. It indicates this was a radio / record store and that more than one business was 
operated from this location. It was established in 1946. 


OH-CR-1036-27 — Cracker Jacks — Chicago, IL (2) - Thomas Casper - Cracker Jack is from Chicago, IL. 
Chicago is listed on all the aluminum Presidential tokens, which were given as prizes in Cracker Jack 


OH-DA-1035-27 - Dad's Root Beer - Chicago, IL. (3) - Thomas Casper - | have six different varieties of 
a cent in a Dad's bottle cap. Cents range from 1945 to 1972-D. One of the pieces reads, "Dad's Bottling 


Co./Chicago, Il. 


OH-FE-1037-27 — Feldman House wares / 1309 Madison Ave. — NY, NY (3) - Jim Lawniczak — This is 
absolutely identified by three later pieces, al] at 1309 Madison Ave. and the first two with phone AT 9- 
3961 (the third piece has no phone), each of which has NYC onit. Those Pieces have dates 1954, 1956D 
and 1967. Feldman's House of Wares Inc. is listed under Manhattan and Bronx in my 1958 N.Y. Dun & 
Bradstreet. Feldman S House wares Inc. is listed in my 1960 NYC Business Classified directory under 
Vacuum Cleaners as a "Hoover Authorized Sales & Service" at 1309 Madison Ave. NYC, phone Atwater 


9-3961. 


CA-m-26-27 and also HA-12 (430) 12- Harry Hansen / Feed —Seed / Franksville, WI (1) -BP— When I saw 
this was submitted from Wisconsin I searched the social security death index for a Harry Hansen of 
Wisconsin and then compared that information to what I could find. This is listed as HP Hansen and Sons 
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in the 1955 D&B. It indicates that this was a feed and coal business and that they operated more than one 
business from this location. I don’t think this is more positive that a (1), but a little further research should 
nail it down. It should also be noted that these encased are dated 1946, so it is possible that Mr. Hansen was 


also an implement dealer at that earlier time 


IN-HU-970-24 — Valley National Bank of Huntington — Huntington, WV (2) - Jim Lawniczak -A google 
search for the "Valley National Bank of Huntington" turned up nothing, but a lexis search for the same 
turned up three legal cases with reference to this bank in Huntington, West Virginia in 1972, 1976 and 
1981. 


KI-5 (714) 18 — King-Chester Buffet / Franklin 9355 — St Louis, MO (3) - BP — Listed as King Chester 
Buffet / 1159 S. Kings Highway / Franklin 9355 in the 1958 St Louis Phone Directory. There is a lot of 
speculation that the term buffet is actually a substitution for the word saloon on tokens. I assume this was 
used because it was deemed more politically correct. Does anyone have any more information on the 
subject? One other thing I’ve noticed is that many of the Oil Company encased were in reality issued by 
service stations. Isn’t it funny how the terminology changes? 


LA-3 (185) 7 — Lambskin Lodge No. 460 — St Louis, MO (3) - BP — Actually this was in the Missouri 
listings as being from Si Louis, but no source was given. As I have a 1947 St Louis phone book. | thought I 
could make this positive. Here is the only listing I see. Lambskin Temple Association / 1056 S. Kings 
Highway / Franklin 7765. I did look on the Internet for this and sure enough there are links identifying this 
to St. Louis. 


LA-9 (717) 18 — Lattif Liquors / 512 So West — Syracuse, NY (2) - BP — Listed as Lattif Liquor 
Commissary in the 1955 D&B. It indicates this was a liquor store and was established in 1944. According 
to expedia this also looks like a valid address in Syracuse. 


OH-LA-1021-27- Lawrence Savings & Trust — New Castle, PA (2)-BP- This is listed in the 1955 D&B as 
Lawrence Savings and Trust Co. It indicates C.H. Johnson was president and its assets were $2291 million. 


AB-3 (604) — 16 — Lincoln Hall / Henry Abel / 941-3-5 Monmouth St — Newport, KY (2) — Various — 
While we don’t have information that puts Henry Abel at this specific address there is a lot of other 
information. The first of which is from Janis Young of the Campbell County (Newport) library. “ No 
record could be found of Lincoln Hall during the years you mentioned or at the addresses you specified. 
During the 1940's and 1950's the address on Monmouth Street in Newport was first a Shoe Tepair shop and 
then a cigar store. The name of Amelia Abel, widow of Henry Abel was noted at the address.” Note here 
that the wife of Henry Able was noted at that address and then add this information from Charlie Turner. 
“ Nothing in my data base of KY tokens with the name Lincoln Hall. However the address 941 Monmouth 
is well know to Northern KY people and "illegal" poker chip collectors as the "Kid Able Club" an illegal 
gambling establishment. Kid being Henry. The cigar store was a front, It was probably in his wife's name to 
separate it from his nefarious activities. ] have a wooden nickel from the Cigar store. I also have the illegal 
chip with "KID" on it.” Charlie also notes that Henry Able had another establishment known as the 
Kentucky Club. It appears this was an illegal gambling operation and quite possibly the name Lincoln Hall 
was only a front. It may have changed as fast as it was created. Also I asked for information from the 40’s 
or 50’s and by that time Henry may have passed away. His wife may have well remained at that location 
after his death. I would guess also that this would be a very rare and sought after encased. The one reported 
has a replaced cent. Does anyone have one with the original cent? 


IL-MO (1025) 27 - Monon Railroad / Hoosier Line — Chicago, IL (2) - BP - When I first saw this encased 
1 thought for sure it would be a new Indiana listing. This was not the case. According to George Carpenter 
who is Director, Monon Railroad Historical/Technical Society. “ When the Monon was an actual operating 
railroad, its headquarters were in Chicago. Much of the management and operational detail were handled 
from Lafayette”. Since | first wrote this ] have seen a flyer for the Monon Railroad that listed the general 
Offices as being in a specific building in Chicago. I made a mental note on the name of the building to add 

it this identification, but needless to say I forgot it within 5 minutes of making the note. 
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Al Zaika — Al's information on the same encased. I’m unsure of exactly which city Al is identifying this to.

Brewenes 11 Directory 


WI-NE-991-26 — Nero’s Tavern / Liz & Earl Lohmann / Prop — Cedarburg, WI (2) - BP - The following 
information is from the Fond du Lac library reference department. “I found the obituaries for Earl and 
Elizabeth Lohmann. They both died in Fond du Lac. They were married in 1941 in West Bend and lived in 
Cedarburg before moving to Fond du Lac in 1966. There was no Nero's Tavern in Fond du Lac, so I 
checked with the Cedarburg Public Library. There was a Nero's Tavern in Cedarburg.” This is not listed in 
my D&B, perhaps someone from that area could make this positive. 


PA-7 (758) 19 — Patrick Motors / 16811 Madison Ave- Lakewood, Ohio- (3) - Terry Stahurski - Here is 
what was written for Patrick Motors in the 1938 Cleveland City directory: "Patrick Motors Inc., Francis B. 
Patrick President, Stephen T. Patrick V.P-Wm. G. Patrick Sec.-Treas., General Service Garage, Automobile 
Accessories, Tires, Lubricants, Body and Fender Service, Used Cars 16811 Madison Ave. (L) Tel 
Boulevard 1800" I am sure the "(L)” stands for Lakewood. The 1937 directory did not have a listing for 
them but the 1939-1942 directories did. There was no listing in the 1943-44directory and a produce 
company was listed at the 16811 Madison Ave. address in '43-44. Looks like Patrick Motors was probably 
in business from mid to late 1937 until 1943. 


OH-PU-1017-27- Popular Fine Shoes / Puritan / 3.50 — Chehalis, WA (1) - Ron Mui -— Ron has this 
identified to Chehalis on the basis of a known encased dated 1902 with the wording “Popular Shoe Store” 
Ron himself only lists this with a certainty of (1) in the Washington catalog. 


Lynn, MA (1) — BP — In the 1930 Shoe and Leather Annual Reporter the Puritan Shoe Company is listed at 
550 Broad St in Lynn, MA. It indicates its assets were $27,600 plus inventory and that it produced 2,000 
pairs of shoes daily and that it cut its own soles. The same book also lists a Puritan Manufacturing Co in 
Boston, but this was a company that made machinery for sewing innersoles and other items such as were 
common in the bag, harness, and trunk industries. When I fist saw this encased I was sure it was from The 
Puritan Shoe Co, but in light of Ron’s information I’m not so sure. Does anyone else have any thoughts on 
the subject? Wouldn’t $3.50 have been a lot to pay for a pair of shoes in 1901? 


MA-PU-1030-27-Puritan Clo. Co. - Cape Cod, MA (2) — BP - In the 1955 D&B there are 2 Puritan 
Clothing Companies listed in Hyannis. There is Puritan Clothing Company (Cape Cod) and Puritan 
Clothing Company (Plymouth). When you look under Plymouth it indicates they have branches in other 
cities. Both businesses were men and boys clothing stores. My best guess is that this is more likely from the 
Plymouth operation as they had branch locations and were apparently bigger, but I don’t know how you 
would ever prove that. It might also be better just to say this is from Cape Cod, MA and let it go at that. 


RE-8 (443) 12- Refosco & Pleitersek / Gas —Oil / McDonald 2151 — McDonald, PA (3) — BP - With a 
name this unusual this surely must be a (3) identification. I would challenge anyone to find another 
business with this same name. This is also a typo; the correct spelling of the second name is Pletersek. In 
fact by searching the social security death index I was able to find it is John C. Pletersek and he was from 
Washington County, PA. It didn’t take a genius once it was seen that McDonald was a town in Washington 
County to figure this was its most likely home. This is listed as Refosco & Pletersek in the 1955 D&B. It 
indicates this was a service station and established in business in 1947. 


RI-4 (257) 8 — Riggs Motor Co/ 710 W. Broadway — Louisville, KY (3) - Charlie Turner and CR. 
Clark — I had spent a little time looking for this and dropped Mr. Clark a note saying that it was possibly a 
new Florida listing for him. He found that the Riggs Motor Co in Miami was a branch of Louisville, KY, so 
I emailed Charlie and asked him to look in his city directory. Here is his reply - “Riggs was still at that 
address in the 50s according to the Louisville City Directory ” 
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SE-2 (208) 7 — Security Advertising / MO-4-3215 — St Louis, MO (3) - BP — Listed as Security 
Advertising Company / 2121 Gravois / Mohawk 4-3215 in the 1958 St Louis phone directory. 


SH-6 (880) 20 - Shipstad & Johnson / Ice Follies / 25" Year — Los Angeles, CA (3) — Duane Feisel - I 
recently acquired a program for the Shipstad & Johnson Ice Follies for 1960. The program states that the 
S&J Ice Follies began in November 1936 - 1936 + 25 years = 1960! However, the program is labeled 24th 
Edition. The back cover has printed: "Home Office, 8600 Melrose, Los Angeles 46,California" 

They also had: Ice Follies Costume Shop, Hollywood - Properties: Constructed by Ice Follies Property 
Shop, San Francisco 


SO-7 (544) 14 — Sol’s Grocery & Market / 130 E. 26" Street / Victory 5500 - Chicago, IL (2) Jim 
Lawniczak — Another Sol’s Maverick popped up on ebay with the following description. Sol’s 2554 / 2554 
Indiana Ave. / Victory 5500 // kmangb, 1935, RD. The original ACE maverick is dated 1930, so it is 
known Sol was at one location in 1930 and another in 1935 with the same phone number. Jim was able to 
find that Chicago used the Victory phone prefix and these two addresses are only about a block apart, so it 
seems evident these are from Chicago. 


OH-ST- (1019) 27- Souvenir Peter J. Stozky / 794 Milwaukee Ave. — Chicago, IL (2) - BP — At some 
point in the past Terry Cross went through all of the old mail bids from a defunct token club (ATCO?) and 
sent all of the state catalogers a copy of the listings he could find. This was among that group as being from 
Chicago. While I have no specific reference for this I can add that in the 1930 Shoe & Leather Annual 
Reporter there is listed a Chavin & Berman / 617 Milwaukee Ave., Joseph Friedland / 1669 Milwaukee 
Ave., and a Norman P Shaffer & Co / 687 Milwaukee Ave. All of these are listed in Chicago and come 
under the heading “ Leather Findings” It appears Milwaukee Ave was a popular location for leather 
findings shops in Chicago. By the way in looking on the Internet for information I believe leather findings 
are “ Leather that is intended for wear or display” Common examples would be buttons or jewelry straps. 


SU-6 (873) 21 - Get Down With Sundown -— Boca Raton, FL (1) — BP — I spent some time on the net 
looking at products with the name Sundown. Far and away the most likely is the Rexall Sundown line of 
vitamins and products that are currently available. Even the phrase “get down” was surely used to infer a 
lively or good feeling. Also consider this is dated 1978 and this company began in 1976 and also that this 
company has copywrited the brand name Sundown. Here is a bit of their history directly from their web 

site. “In 1976, entrepreneur Carl DeSantis created "Sundown," a product that met consumer demand for an 
effective yet inexpensive suntan lotion. Recognizing the increasing consumer interest in health and 

nutrition products, DeSantis then launched a vitamin mail order business from his home. The business grew 
so rapidly, that he eventually began selling an expanded line of more than 100 high-quality vitamins, 
minerals and nutritional supplements directly to retailers under the Sundown Vitamins® banner.” There is a 
lot more history of the company and Mr. DeSantis available on line. It is also possible that Mr. DeSantis 
began this business in a city other than Boca Raton. That is not made clear on the web site. It is made 
certain tnat the current headquarters are in Boca Raton, 


OK-TO-1033-27 — Thomson Oil Co ~ Chatham, MA (2) ~ BP-This is listed as Robert Thomson in the 1955 
D&B. It indicates that this was a bulk fuel oil distributor business and was established prior to 1940. Once 
again this is a common name and there may well be many other Thomson Oil Companies. This is the only 
one that I found a reference to on the search engine google. 


NO-12 (755) 19 - Tripp - Herlihy / Elinore Kane - Worcester, MA (3) - BP —I searched the social 
security death index for Elinore Kane and found there was only one and she was from Worcester, I then 
emailed their library. Here is their reply; “There was an insurance agency in 1955 named Harry Tripp and 
one in the same year named James Herlihy but a Tripp-Herlihy agency does not show up. Elinore T, Kane 
was listed as an insurance agent for Mutual Life Insurance Company of NY from approximately 1947 - 
1952, with an address at 18 Walnut St. She was listed as a cashier for the same agency, same address from 
1942-1945, I have found nothing to link her with either Tripp or Herlihy but that is not conclusive”. | do 
think this information is conclusive enough for our purposes to consider this positive. 
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OH-WA-1026-27 — Walnut Motors / Hudson / VA 8625 — Kansas City, MO (3) — Jim Lawniczak - The 
Walnut Motors, Hudson is an interesting piece. The eBay seller of this piece listed it as being from 

Hudson, Virginia, misreading the piece in two ways. The VA is not the state Virginia, but rather the phone 
exchange. The Hudson is not a city but a type of car. In fact, Walnut Motors was a Hudson dealer in 
Kansas City Missouri with the address on the piece. I emailed the person who keeps up the Hudson 
collector’s site on the Internet (Lee Dodd) and he emailed back that they do have a listing of 4600 one-time 
Hudson dealers and Walnut Motors is on the list at 100 E. 43rd street, KC MO. According to expedia, 100 
E. 43™ Street is a valid address in KC MO, on the south side of town. According to the Internet phone 
exchange website, Valentine was a KC MO phone exchange. 


OH-WO-1034-27- Chester Wolf / Mayor - Middlesboro, KY (3) - George Breeding — George states that 
Chester was a business man in Middlesboro and includes documentation to show that he was mayor from 
1966-1973 and once again from 1978-1985. George also says that he has seen these encasements with dates 
ranging from the 20’s to tk 2 60’s. 1 wonder if circulated cents were used? 


WO-2 — (46) — Wooldridge Mfg. Co / Earth Moving Equip — Sunnyvale, CA (2) — BP — This is listed as 
Wooldridge Mfg. Co. in the 1955 D&B. It indicates this was a road equipment business and that they 
operated 2 businesses. One was for an automotive and or other motor vehicle wholesaler and the other is 
for code 35-38, which is not decoded in my book, however the heading for the 35 code is for non-electrical 
machinery.

Krause Publication’s Encased Coins 


by Bryan Ryker 


In 1989, a stunning encased coin was made for Krasue Publications to commemorate the ANA 
convention in Pittsburgh. The encasement was bright red aluminum. In the center it held a silver 
1943 steel cent. The inscription on the encasement read “A Steel Cent For The Steel City”. It was 
one of only a few encased coins ever made using steel cents. 


With that eye-catching piece Krause Publications began a tradition of advertising with encased 
coins. To the delight of collectors they produced sixteen different Pieces over a period of eleven 
years, some with a several different coins inside. 


Two years later Krause Publications had their second piece made. It was given out at the 199] 
ANA convention in Chicago. Rather than the typical “KEEP ME AND YOU WILL HAVE GOOD 
LUCK” reverse, this Piece was made with a unique reverse die that read “PRESENT UPON 
BOARDING”. Krause Publications had arranged a bus trip to see their plant in Iola, Wisconsin. 
The piece was mailed in advance to Krause’s Numismatic Ambassadors and handed out at the 
mow to People who were invited to attend. At the bus, the piece was used as a way to identify 
those who had been invited. The piece became a souvenir of the trip for the travelers to keep. 


That same year the book division of Krause Publications also began having encased coins made. 
Their first piece was for the 1991 American Book Association (ABA) convention being held in 


convention in Chicago. The final ABA piece was more generic. It simply said “1998 SHOW 
COLLECTABLE”. The ABA pieces are among the hardest for collectors to find because they were 
passed out to book dealers rather than to coin collectors. 
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Another unusual piece is the one Krause Publications had made for the 1994 ANA convention in 
Detroit. Picking up on the automobile theme, the piece was designed to look like a tire. The 
encasement was black aluminum wrapped around a US cent “hubcap”. Some people said the piece 
also made them think of a phonograph record, after Detroit’s history with Motown Records. 


In 1998 Krause Publications began adding artwork to their pieces. The Portland ANA piece that 
year had two roses on it for the convention in “the rose city”. The piece the following year had a 
picture of a face in a cloud with puffy cheeks blowing, for the ANA convention in “the windy city” 
of Chicago. In 2000 they used a picture of the Liberty Bell for the convention in Philadelphia. The 
2001 pieces had peaches on them for the convention in Atlanta. 


The Portland ANA piece was also the only one made with a foreign coin - a 1998 Canadian cent. 
Krause Publications was giving away a free inp to visit the Royal Canadian Mint. They kicked off 
the promotion at the Portland ANA using this piece. The drawing for the winner of the trip was 
held the following year at the FUN convention in Florida. 


Two years later for the ANA convention in Philadelphia, Krause Publications was among the first 
to encase one of the new US state quarters. That was also the first time they made two different 
pieces for a single event, one with a US cent and the other with a Pennsylvania state quarter. 
Because of the difference in size, they had to order two different dies to make them. The cent 
Pieces were given away as free advertising handouts. The encased quarters were given away as a 
premium to people who bought a Krause Publications product at the show. 


In 2001, they used state quarters again to make their first two-piece set of encased coins. They 
encased Georgia state quarters with P and D mint marks for the ANA in Atlanta. This was not the 
first tme they used coins with different mint marks. For their first piece back in 1989, one out of 
every five 1943 stee] cents had a Denver mint mark, and 25 special pieces were made with San 
Francisco mint marks. The 1991 Chicago ANA piece was also made with coins from different 
years and with different mints. 


The Atlanta ANA two-piece set of encased quarters effectively had the lowest mintage of all the 
Krause Publications encased coins. Only 500 sets were made. Other low mintage pieces were the 
1991 Chicago ANA piece and the 1992 40% anniversary piece. Because these two pieces were not 
created as general show handouts, only 1,000 of each were made. That was the minimum order 
quantity from the manufacturer at the time. 


For whatever reason, the pieces made in 200] had the reverse die rotated 180 degrees on both the 
quarter and the cent. All the other Krause Publication round pieces have the dies aligned “medal 
tum”, with the top of both the obverse and the reverse die facing the same direction. The 2001 
pieces are aligned “coin flip”, with the dies rotated 180 degrees from one another. This is actually 
the right way to do it when encasing US coins, so that the coins appear right side up to the 
inscription on both sides of the piece. 


All of Krause Publication’s encased comms were made by Mintage Masters in Kewaunee, 
Wisconsin. Mintage Masters was the successor of the Lesea Aluminum Company, which had a 
long history of making encased coins dating back to the tum of the century. Unfortunately in June 
of 2002, Mintage Masters announced that they were closing their doors. The abrupt announcement 
came just as Krause Publications was planning an encased piece to commemorate their 50% 
anniversary. The piece was going to have both 1952 and 2002 US cents in it, but the project fell 
through and no encased coin was made for 2002. Instead a printed cardboard bolder was made that 
held a 1952 Philadelphia cent. This broke a string of six consecutive years that Krause Publications 
had an encased coin made. 
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Mintage Master’s equipment was purchased by the Gage Corporation. They also bought all of their 
dies and plan to use the same engraver, so the Gage Corporation’s pieces will probably be 
indistinguishable from Mintage Master’s. The new owners are in the process of setting up the 
equipment and leaming the manufacturing process. Hopefully the new owners will be successful 
and the encased coin advertising tradition at Krause Publications will carry on for many years to 
come. 


On page 24 Bryan shows a table of the Krause Publication encased. The year, 
quantity, date/mint and coin denomination is indicated for the 21 different pieces produced. 
(counting all the different dates, mint marks and denominations)

Token from Johnson County, Kentucky 


Johnson, Hatler - 2??? - 7/30/83 Hatler Johnson, an insurance salesman, was known throughout the 
region as "The Sage of Tk2 Big Sandy". His weekly radio broadcasts were filled with wit sprinkled with 
biting conservative commentaries on regional and national issues. Hatler began his insurance career on 
horseback, riding to mining camps throughout eastern Kentucky asking each of his prospects, "How 
much insurance is enough!" He was active in community affairs and a founding member of the 
Paintsville Toastmaster's Club. 


Historical Overview of Paintsville and Johnson County 


_On February 24, 1984, the City of Paintsville celebrated its 150th Anniversary as a chartered city in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. Although Paintsville was a small village, then located in Floyd County 
(Johnson County was not formed until 1843), the town had its beginnings much earlier than the year it 
received its charter. As early as 1780, what is now Paintsville was referred to in military dispatches of 
the American Revolution by two colonial officers scouting the area. Because of its location at the 
confluence of the Big Sandy River and Paint Creek, Paintsville was first called Paint Lick Station and/or 
Paint Landing by the early settlers and visitors to this area. The first post office was established in 1824 
and is listed in the National Archives as Paint Creek Post Office. The name was not formally changed to 
Paintsville by the U. S. Postal Service until June 21, 1843. There have been many stories about how the 
names Paintsville and Paint Creek were attached to the village and the smal] stream which ran beside it 
and which now bisects it. Some would have Daniel Boone involved. Others attribute the name to such 
early explorers and frontiersmen as Dr. Thomas Walker and Matthias Harmon. Whichever is true, the 
names were clearly derived from the colorful Indian markings on the numerous white birch trees and 
rocks which lined the banks of Paint Creek. These early Indian ideographs gave evidence of frequent 
Indian visits to the junction of our two waterways. Indeed, archeological discoveries have confirmed that 
the Adena Indians, mound builders by tradition, were in the Paintsville area centuries before the 
discovery of North America by white men. Although nomadic tribes of Indians from what is now Ohio 
and Tennessee made life hazardous along the Big Sandy River until the dawn of the 19th Century, by 
the time Paint Lick Station was established as a permanent village, Indian threats were no longer a 
problem. As J. K. Wells observed so eloquently in his volume entitled The Gathering of Trades People, 
1992, "It is difficult to pinpoint that hour at which a boy becomes a man or a group of buildings become 
a town. Certainly, in each instance the process is slow and gradual and the line to be crossed is ill 
defined. It was in the 1810s that the first homes were built on the site of present day Paintsville and in 
the 1820s that the bottom land was subdivided and laid off in lots." Among the first settlers and property 
owners in what is now Paintsville were the Preston, Remy (Ramey), Dixon (Dickson), Huff, Franklin 
and Auxier families. These were soon joined by such names as Hager, Vaughan, Castle, VanHoose, 
Stafford and others. As the names indicate, most of the families were of Scotch-Irish, English or German 
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extraction. Many had fought in the late Revolutionary War and migrated from North Carolina, Virginia 
and Pennsylvania to the sheltering hills of eastern Kentucky. Paintsville, like many small mountain 
villages, struggled along for its first 25 years. There were no roads or highways. Communication with 
the outside world was very limited. Mail arrived by horseback and steamboat. Eventually, stage coaches 
ran from the Bluegrass. Travel was restricted to horseback and even then the horses stepped along creek 
beds and Indian paths. The first steamboat traveled up the Big Sandy to Paintsville and beyond in 1837. 
It was the most exciting transition in the area's history. For the next 75 years, steamboats were a 
common and welcome sight along the banks of the Big Sandy River. Just as Paintsville began to thrive 
as a commercial center, the onset of the Civil War in 1860 began to take its toll. As in other border 
states, brother was set against brother and families were torn by the deep emotional and political issues 
of the day. At one point, the Johnson County Fiscal Court passed an ordinance that neither the United 
States nor the Confederate States flags could be flown in the county. When Colonel James A. Garfield 
and his Union Brigade marched on Paintsville in January of 1862, this law was quickly repealed and a 
new one passed which permitted only the Union flag to be flown at the Courthouse. Garfield, a young 
lawyer soon to be an Ohio congressman and later President of the United States, routed Confederate 
forces camped in Paintsville and along the Big Sandy River, defeating the forces under General 
Humphrey Marshall at the Battle of Middle Creek in nearby Floyd County. What made the Civil War 
even worse for the residents of Johnson County was the fact that not only was Kentucky a border state 
but Johnson County was a border county. Floyd County to the south was generally Southern in its 
sympathies while Lawrence County to the north was pro-Union. It is not surprising to learn, therefore, 
that General Daniel Hager, Johnson County's first sheriff and an officer in the Kentucky Militia, had one 
son in Confederate service and another in the Union Kentucky 14th Volunteer Mounted Infantry. More 
significantly, it was learned much later that the elder Hager had joined the forces of General Marshall as 
a supply officer and spent the balance of the war in Virginia. His many relatives and friends in Johnson 
County thought he had retired to his Hager Hill farm. Although emotions remained raw and tempers 
frequently flared, Paintsville and Johnson County joined the nation in recovering from the terrible 
effects of the War Between The States. Doctors, lawyers and teachers had been present in Johnson 
County since soon after Paintsville's chartering. One of the more prominent teachers was a young man 
from Floyd County named Thomas Jefferson Mayo. Mayo moved to Paintsville soon after the Civil War 
and established a reputation as a gifted and talented teacher. He was to become far more famous as the 
father of John C. C. Mayo, the aggressive visionary and entrepreneur who opened the coal field of 
eastern Kentucky to the industrial north and single-handedly brought railroad service to the region. 
Without the life and work of John C. C. Mayo Paintsville, its banks and churches, its streets and public 
utilities would have been many years later in arriving. On September 1, 1904, the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway opened its Paintsville depot. It had taken more than 25 years for the rails to travel 18 miles from 
Richardson in Lawrence County to Paintsville. Mayo, and the coal he made available, was totally 
responsible. Coal had become an important potential resource for eastern Kentucky since before the 
Civil War. But the war had interrupted its development and dried up the necessary financing. John C. C. 
Mayo had the vision and the tenacity to make coal king in the mountains. By 1910 tens of thousands of 
tons of coal were pouring out of eastern Kentucky. Mayo was a millionaire, a political titan and eastern 
Kentucky's only member of the Democratic National Committee. He was influential in electing 
governors, senators and congressmen and contributed heavily to the presidential campaign of Woodrow 
Wilson in 1912. It was said of Mayo that he was "a teacher from the hills of eastern Kentucky who 
elected a West Virginia Senator from Maryland." This was in reference to the election of Clarence 
Watson, a native of Maryland, to the United States Senate from West Virginia. The description was, by 
all accounts, true. With the coming of coal and rail service Paintsville truly came into its own. In 1901 
The Paintsville Herald ran its first issue. It is today the oldest continuous business in Paintsville. In 
1902, Paintsville's first bank opened for business. In 1906, the remarkable invention of Alexander 
Graham Bell revolutionized communications in Paintsville as three full time operators responded to the 
rings of 26 telephones. By 1908 Paintsville had paved streets. 1905 saw the first vehicular bridge across 
Paint Creek, connecting the two of the major sections of what is now the City of Paintsville. 1912

brought natural gas and electrical service and in 1926 the city had full public water service and its first 
official fire department. The first county fair was held in 1914 and the first Apple King was named in 
that year. But it was not until 1962 that the Johnson County Kentucky Apple Festival was held. In the 
intervening years, Paintsville has continued to maintain its base as a center of commercial, professional, 
legal, medical, financial and transportation interests in the Big Sandy Valley. It has grown from less than 
200 people in 1860 to nearly 5000. Its boundaries have expanded 9 times since 1834. Most important, 
Paintsville and Johnson County have produced a greater proportion of physicians, lawyers, teachers, 
scientists, military leaders, outstanding athletes, businessmen and public servants than most towns of its 
size could ever boast. The same character traits which made this fact possible made Paintsville a reality 
and have kept it in the forefront of progress and development in eastern Kentucky.

Cincinnati 
Introduction to Cincinnati Tavern Encased 

There may have been a salesman in the early 1900s in 
Cincinnati who was as good at selling encased cents to taverns as 
Earl Fankhauser was in selling encased cents in Fort Wayne Indiana 
in the late 50s and early 60s. There are an extraordinary number 
of Cincinnati tavern encased from the 1900s, as you will see as you 
read through the Cincinnati listings. A review of LOMT on Ohio 
merchant tokens will show a very large number of tavern tokens from 
Cincinnati and its surrounding area. 

The same salesman probably sold across the Ohio River in 
Covington Kentucky as well -- SA cataloged a 1901 Indian piece for 
“Geo. H. Budde, Latonia Hall, GF Five Cents At Bar," in his sale 
#37 at lot 1483. : 

There is another large group of tavern encased from just 
after the Second World War. There seem to be an unusually lot of 
tavern and bar encased with dates 1946, 1947 and 1948, mostly 
horseshoe, though some are round. Some examples from Ohio include: 
Central Cafe, Mirror Bar, OH-CIN-CE-10; Lefty's Cafe, OH-CIN-LE-10;
